District Attorney Jerome has not 
found any tangible evidence of fraud yet. | 

' In regard to the trouble reported in the Sixth and Eighteenth 
districts last night, on which the Hearst people laid great stress, 
Jerome said that an investigation showed that the delay in sending 
in returns was due rather to the slowness and unfamiliarity of the 
election clerks with the work of tabulation of the count, 
rather than to any attempt te wilfully hold back or falsify.

COUNTRY BANKS. 


TREASURER JONES DEPOSITS 
FUNDS UNDER NEW LAW. 


Creates an Innovation by Naming 
Banks in Outside Towns as De- 
positories for Surplus Coin—Ade- 
quate Security Exacted for Return 
of om Demand. 


Under the revision of the law regulat- 
tody of city and county 
funis, and| on advice of the District 
Attorney, County Treasurer Mark G. 
Jones has commenced apportioning sur- 
plus county funds in his possession 
among responsible banks of the county 
safe-keoping. Under the law the 


In the ordinary sense; the money is. 
merely entrusted to the banks for safe- 
keeping, the Treasurer taking 4 spe- 
clal receipt for the same, stipulating 
that the money is to be returned to 
him on demand, the banks being under 
bond for the safeguarding of the coin 
and its return in full on demand. 

Treasurer Jones has instituted an in- 
novation in the custody of the funds 


the city of Los Angeles as depositories. 
This was never done before. Mr. Jones 
justifies the act by the fact that he is 
Treasurer for the whole county and 
that the country banks have as good 
a right as the city banks to the custody 
of a share of the funds, provided they 
have the necessary vaults and give 
satisfactory bonds for the safe-keeping 
of the money. 

The only outside towns in which ac- 
counts have been opened so far by 
the County Treasurer are Pasadena, 
Pomona, and Long Beach. The only 
city bank yet designated as a deposi- 
tory by Treasurer Jones is the Farmers’ 
ani Merchants’ National, through 
which he does his clearing. 

Mr. Jones holds that it is better to 
keep the surplus county funds in cir- 
culation than to hoard it in the county 
vault. As to its security when appor- 
tioned among the banks, he contends 
that it is strengthened, instead of being 
weakened, as each bank gives a bond 
to the full amount of the money on de- 
posit with it, in addition to the $150,000 
bond given by the Treasurer himself 
for the safe-keeping of the funds.

BIMINI BATHS 
-FIRE-RAZED. 


@- 


Popular Resort Burned Down, 


Loss Very Heavy. 


Hundred and Fifty Thousand, 
Little Insurance, 
Rebuilding to be Begun as 
Soon as Ashes Cool. 


Fire last night reduced the handsome 
Bimini Baths, at Third street and Ver- 
mont avenue, to a mass of useless 


$200,000. The insurance will not exceed 
$50,000. 

The blaze was spectacular in the ex- 
treme, and thousands of persons visited 
the scene until only a huge pile of 
blackened débris marke@ the spot 
where the popular resort had been in 
operation for the past four years. 

The sky for miles around was lighted 
with a brilliancy of red and gray. Dif- 
ficulty was experienced by the street 
railway companies in transporting the 
crowds, who desired to witness the con- 
flagration at its height. 

It was impossible to throw a drop of 
water on the fire; the members of sev- 
eral engine companies stood by help- 


less while the angry tongues of flame. 


spread with remarkable rapidity from 
the center to each end of the building. 

Several attendants discovered smoke |*%° 
in a few of the apartments about *¢ 
o'clock in the evening. An investiga- 
tion was hurriedly made; the few per- 
sons who were preparing to enter the 
baths were warned of the danger, and 
the alarm of fire spread. Fortunately, 
there were few persons in the building, 
owing to the hour, and no one occupied 
the plunge. 

Noticing the flames, residents in the 
vicinity of the building hurriedly 
reached the place, and had it been pos- 
sible to organize an orderly bucket 
brigade at the inception of the fire, it 
would have been possbbie, it is believed, 
to have placed the blaze under control. 
All efforts, however, were directed to- 
wards saving as great,an amount of 
the furnishings as possible. 

With the arrival of Engine Company 
No. 11, a hose was laid to the immense 
tank in the center of the building, but 
the heat was so great that it was im- 
mediately removed, and all hopes of 
saving the building were abandone‘. 
By this time the fire had gained fero- 
cious headway, and within the shortest 
space of time the entire structure wae 
a roaring furnace. 

SOME PROPERTY SAVED. 

Owing “to the excitement which ex- 
isted.after the fire had assumed la 


the furniture, etc., which had been re- 
moved front the building, 


slight eminence, and when first re- 
moved from the building the effects 
were not taken to a place of entir? 
safety, necessitating the handling of 
the things several times, as fire brands 
were being. carried in every direction. 
A piano and a portion of the costly 
electrical apparatus Owned by Dr. D. 
W. Edwards, proprietor of the baths. 
were among the things most difficult to 
vide by hoisting to the top of the in- 
cline. 

The property removed was in_ the 
main of slight value, and almost the 
entire building and contents will be a 
total loss. At $:30 o'clock the fire had 
practically Durned itself out, and ‘not 
even a semblance of the handsome 
structure remained. 

Two causes for the fire are assigned 
by employés, who were on hand at the 
time the building was first discovered 
in flames. The most acceptable of these 
is that the fire emanated from the 
boiler room, owing to inadequate ar- 
rangements. Another theory set forth 
ascribes a crossing of electric wires as 
the cause. 

Considerable difference of opinion as to 
the first appearance of the blaze existed 
among those at hand, but the consen- 
sus of opinion would indicate that the. 
fire burst from the roof directly above 
the boiler room. The intensity of the 
heat a few moments after the fire 
started made itt impossible for a close 
of that section of the build- 
ng. 

A novel method of saving smal) 
pieces of furniture was tossing them 
into the plunge which assumed the ap- 
pearance of an immense cauldron as 
the burning brands dropping 
into the water. 

WATER INSTEAD OF OIL. 

The water at Bimini Baths was dis- 
covered under peculiar and interesting 
circumstances. In the vicinity of the 
baths are numerous oil wells, and 
many of the inhabitants of the neigh- 
borhood are negroes. When the dis- 
covery of oil was first made in this 
locality a celebrated negro who dab- 
bled in politics to considerable extent, 
much to the annoyance of many a 
white aspirant for office, was engaged 
in boring for oll on the spot where the 
bath-house has been located. 

Instead of striking oil a flow of ar- 
tesian mineral water in great abun- 
dance was struck at a depth of 1700 
feet. Dr. D. W. Edwards acquired the 
well and four years ago erected the 
bath-house. Improvements have been 
constantly made since that time, and 
the Turkish bath apartments were only 
just completed. | 

The building was of old mission 
style and very imposing, being of good- 
sized dimensions and finished both in 
the. exterior and interior in an artistic 
manner. 

A café run in connection with the 
place was leased only yesterday for a 
term of years to John Leenhouse. 

DR. EDWARDS SOLE LOSER. 
The loss of the fire falie entirely 
upon Dr. Edwards and his family, who 
are the sole owners of the burned

“All the stock of the Bimini bath- 
house is in my own family, and the 
loes falls entirely upon us.

GET ACHANCE. 


NEW CONDITION TALKED FOR 


AMERICA CUP RACE. 


Proposal to Place Premium Upon 
Sea-going Crafts of Good Size, and 
Offer Britishers Encouragement in 
Coming Across Ocean to Race for 
Silver. 


BY STINSON JARVIS. 

The quasi-official statement that the 
New York Yacht Club is prepered to 
race for the America’s Cup under the 
new rule of measurement has creat- 
ed a stir in yachting circles because i! 
is thought that it will cauee the next 
challenge to be on behalf of a schoon- 
er and reawaken new hopes in the 
minds of the English. 

It is understooc that influence is be- 
ing extended in England on those con- 
sidered likely to challenge to secure 
this change, and f is belleved that ow- 
ing to the recent Increased prestige of 
the schooner, Sir Thomas Lipton’s next 
venture will be in chis class instead 
of in the old sloop class. Practica! 
yachtsmen on this side indorse this 
view, belicving that the ninety-footers 
have reached the cnd of their best 
uses, and that schooners would af- 
ford much more interesting contests, 

Under deed of gift a challenging 
schooner may go to 115 feet of water- 
line Cength, and eos a large vesrel can 

produced on this water line the 
contest would be most imposing. It 
will be remembered that about ten 
months ago Sir Thomas Lipton ad- 
dressed a letter to the club asking 
whether e chailernge would he acc-pt- 
ed under the new rules, and received 
a rather equivocal reply. But at the 
time the new rule was in a much 
more experimental stage than fit is 
now, and ihe New York Yacht Ciub 
evidently felt that it could not then 
agree definitely and Beforehand to a 
system regarding which no one could 
be certain as to the way it would 
finally work out. 

The diffe-ence petween the new rule 
and the old one ‘ies principally in the 
tfact that the new one taxes the real 
size of the vessel, instead of allow- 
ing a boat to have great hull dimen- 
tions which are not ir any way cal- 
culated under the official measurer's 


water-line length and a ;roportion of 
safl area. The load water Hine of a 
modern racer at rest is very differ- 
eit from that of the same boat when 
laid over age sail, and the new rule 
seeks to. a fair way of taxtng 
a boat's rower. A 
premium is placed on larger displace- 
ment to secure seaworthiness and use- 
ful types. The cube root of the dis- 
placement is therefore taken ard ar- 
bitrarily multiplied by 5.5 and the re- 
suttant figure divided into the product 
of the speed factors, length and sall 
spread. By this means the vessel

Whether Sir Thomas Lipton would

doubts. The great advartage of the 
home boat will still exist and be as 
potent as ever in determining  vic- 
tory. The carrying of weight that is 
useless for speed is ar eternal detri- 
ment, and the building of a ehell that 
is sufficiently strong to race in calm 
water is very different to constructing 
a vessel stfong enough to cross the 
Atlantic and take ihe lifts, plunges 
amd buffete of the ocean seas. In- 
deed it is said that the larger the 
vessels are made, the larger the ad- 
vantege of the home boat will become. 
It is impossible to imagine the racing 
for the America’s Cup being placed 
on an equal footing for both chal- 
lengwer ene >"en@wed until scant- 
lings and planking. or other building 
material, be limited and controlled by 
rule.

HUNTINGTON BEACH. 


Soil to a Depth of Fifty-one Feet is 
Pronounced Good for Purpose of 
Combustion — Is Said to Possess 
Great Heating Power and to be 
Clean, and Sootless. 


HUNTINGTON BEACH, Nov. 8.-— 
The Anthracite Peat Fuel Company, 
after extended expert examinations of 
the peatlands of Southern California, 
has secured a large tract of excellent 
quality just north of Huntington 
Beach, and located its first plant there. 
‘From this point the product may be 
shipped by electric or steam roads, or 
by water, to different parts of th? 
State. On the company’s tract the soil 
has been tested to a depth of fifty-one 
feet, showing increasing richness -as 
depth is gained. | 

The peat soil, taken from the earth 
in @ more or less saturated condition, 
is first delivered to the press, 
which extracts a greater part of the 
water; from this it passes automatic- 
ally to the other machines, the plant 
being so arranged as to economize 
labor in caring for the finished product. 
The fuel has a great heating power, » 
clean, sootiess and economical, no oil 
of any kind entering its composition.

SSUE IS TAKEN 
WITH INGRAM. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC OFFICIAL’S 
STATEMENT DISPUTED. — 


Corporations Accused of Being Ex- 
ercised About Harbor Lines for 
Selfish Reasons—Espee Has Power 
to increase Wharfage Facilities, but 
Does Not Do So—Why Not? 


SAN PEDRO, Nov. 8.—Issue is taken 

here with R. H. Ingram, division su- 
perintendent of the Southern Pacific, 
in his contention that recent surveys 
made by the United States Engineer 
Department for the establishment of 
harbor lines on San Pedro Harbor are 
unauthorized. Mr. Ingram, in an inter- 
view in last Sunday’s Times, stated 
that these surveys had not been au- 
thorized by Congress and were there- 
fore void, and that until Congress had 
appropriated moneys for these surveys 
none should have been made. 
A careful investigation of the matter 
goes to prove that Mr. Ingram’s po- 
sition is not well taken. It is not nec- 
essary that Congress appropriate 
money for this specific purpose. While 
it is true that the present appropria- 
tion provides for dredging operations 
up to and including a turning basin. 
at Mormon Island, and doeg not provide 
for performi any dredging work .on 
up towarl Wilmington, nevertheless it 
does not prevent the establishment of 
harbor lines in that direction, a pro- 
ceeding which seems to give such pain 
to the Southern Pacific and other cor- 
porations. 

Authority for the survey work and 
the establishment of harbor lines is 
a thing separate and apart from the 
ee for dredging this harbor. 
This authority is found in Section 11 of 
the Rivers and HMarbors Act, approved 
= 3, 1899, and which reads as fol- 


8: 
“Where it is made manifest to the 


ment of harbor lines is essential to the 
preservation and protection of har- 
bors, he may, and is hereby authorized 
to cause such lines to be established, 
beyond which no piers, wharves, bulk- 
heads or other works shall be extended 
or deposits made, except under such 
regulations as may be prescribed from 
time to time by him.” 

From the foregoing section of the 
Rivers and Harbors Act it is evident 
recént surveys made for the 
establishment of harbor lines were ie- 
gally made, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed here that certain corporations 
which frantically desire a change in 
these lines, — the hopelesness of 
their cases, are only seeking a soft spot 
on which to fall. 

In yesterday's Times, Superintendent 
Ingram again refers to this matter and 
remarks on the congested condition of 
the harbor and the necessity for pro- 
viding additional wharfage, and that ag 
soon as possible. Robert Dollar, a 
prominent ship owner of San Francis- 
co. is quoted as writing to the War De- 
partment stating that “as from the 
way that the business has increased 
in the last year we feel sure that you 
will be unable to increage the facili- 
ties fast enough for the requirements.” 
In this connection the people of San 
Pedro are asking why the Southern Pa- 
cific does not increase the wharfage fa- 
cilities of this port. It has the power 
to do #0 to the extent of 2000 feet from 
the end of its present wharf and run- 
ning along the front of Timm’s Point. 
This valuable frontage was gratuitous- 
ly granted to the Southern Pacific 
something over a year ago by the 
Board of Trustees of San Pedro. Mr. 
Ingram stated at the time the grant 
was made to a representative of The 
Times that this wharf would be built 
in a short time by his company but up 
to the present time it remains an ach- 
ing void as far as dockage facilities are 
concerned. Should this wharf be bullt 
it would relieve much of the congestion 
of which Superintendent Ingram com- 
plains. 

The impression ‘exists here that the 
corporations and not the War Depart- 
ment, are responsible for the present 
lack of wharfage on the inner har- 


bor.

Nevertheless, before the conclusion of 
the debate, the applause was at times 
terrific, while the hissing, which first 
becasne noticeable when Rev. Keller 
made a sensational charge regarding 
the “holy kiss’’- bestowed by Dr. Price 
and his teachings concerning sexual! 
relations, had grown loud and plerc- 
ing, and before Dr. Price concluded be- 
came almost continuous. 

The debate was opened by Rev. Kel- 
ler with an address of one hour and 
fifteen minutes. Dr. Price spoke for 
the same length of time, and each 
pone occupied forty-five minutes in 
reply. 

Among the sensational incidents 
during the debate was the point where 
Dr. Price placed in the hands of the 
chairman a certified check for $1000 
to hold with the chal! that anyone 
could have it who would give any rea- 
sonable reason why any or in 
Dr. Price's Mexican land echeme would 
lose money. 

Later on Rev. Charles Pease, pas- 
tor of the First Congregational Church, 
rose in the audience and todk issue 
with Price’s statement that he, Pease, 
who had been a pupil of the head 
psychic had foresworn himself in giv- 
ing instruction in the secret teachings, 
had taken.
